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Assembly 
Votes High 
Commendation 


The Assembly of the State of 
California paused in its legislative 
career Tuesday afternoon to com- 
mend Charles P. Burgess, Menlo 
Park city councilman for the past 
15 years, for his unremitting ef- 
forts in behalf of his community. 

The state senate was to adopt 
a similar resolution of commen- 
dation late yesterday. 

Burgess, 51, for eight years 
mayor of the city, has been seri- 
ously ill and confined to his home 
for the past two weeks. 

In Sacramento, Assemblyman 
Carl Britschgi asked the resolu- 
tion, noting that Burgess has 
a positive influence on the qual- 
ity of legislation on the state 
level too, having served for many 
years as a director and later as 
president of the League of Cali- 
fornia Cities. i 
CITES CAREER 

The assemblyman also noted 
some of the elements of Burgess’ 
career as a politician on the mu- 
nicipal level: 

Elected to the City Council in 
1942, he has been continuously 
active on the council since that 
time, and server as mayor for 
eight of those years. . 

During this time, he has seen 
the city grow from a population 
of 3500 to 25,000, always maintain- 
inencontaet? with «the - -public 
through newspaper columns and 
always seeking better legislation 
to help the city’s growth. 

He served for a_ four-year 
term on the Sequoia High 
School District board of trus- 
tees and as chairman of that 
board for two of those years, 
making it his special concern 
to expedite construction of 
Menlo-Atherton High School. 
He has overseen annexations of 
territory which have increased 
the city’s size three - and -a- half 
times since 1942, though in all 
cases such annexations were initi- 
ated by the residents of the unin- 
corporated areas themselves. Most 
notable of these acquisitions have 
been the annexation of the former 
Dibble Hospital area, and its de- 
velopment into both a civic center 
and a home for Stanford Research 
Institute. 

PROFESSIONAL ZONE 

He was directly responsible for 
Menlo Park’s unique professional- 
administrative zone which proved 
to be the first of its type on the 
Pacific coast and which has _se- 
cured to the city a large portion 
of the high-value executive-type 
development which characterizes 
it. 

He served on the San Mateo 
county grand jury for one year, 
and refused a term this year be- 
cause of the press of personal 
business. 

He was the major proponent of 


offstreet parking in the downtown 
business area, which has been re- 
flected in the competitive posi- 
tion the businessmen of the com- 
munity now enjoy. 
‘STATESMANSHIP’ 

“Burgess,” City Attorney James 
T. O’Keefe Jr. declared, discuss- 
ing the commendation, “is a man 
of no political ambitions beyond 
the limits of the City of Menlo 
Park, but within the city has been 
a capable and considerate poli- 
tician of statesmanship stature. 

“Through his inspirational lead- 
ership and municipal know-how, 
he has guided the city through a 
transformation and_ transitional 
growth from a small town to a 
large city, all of which has taken 
place during the years he has 
been in office.
